The Story of the iiattltf. 
Key West. May 13.— Tbe battle of 
Cardi nal took |)lace Wednesday at 
o'clock in the afternoon. 
The torpedo boat Winslow, cruiser 
Wilni<i)gtoB aad thagoaboat Hodsna 
were cralaiag off Cardcoaa and about 



1 o'clrck tlir little torpedo boat mov- 
ed too close to tl.c shore. She ( oukl 
see the .naiii batteries some mile and 
a half ahead and bad no tiioaght uf 
tbe masked Battery. - 

Sha raaehad the point nearly 500 
yarda from the shore ^l.en su'Monly 
the shubbcry j^aitol and a heavy 
cannon boomed out. The Spani-ih 
were too close to miss. A heavy --oli'l 
•hot and shell hit all about the torpe- 
do boat. The sulnl shot tore througli 
har hull and tbe forward boiler blew 
ap. Bat ber men did not flinch. 
AiviiluT -hi'i lure away ber rudder 
and she drifted helpless. Tbe Hud- 
son ilaaaMd lato harbor aad toirit tha 
Winaiow in tow. 

l ii^lKii IbifTloy KilUfl. 
Hawsers were scarcely fast when 
a ahall exploded directly over 
tbe damaged boat. Lieut. Hag- 
ley waa instantly killed ami 
toar of hia men wl.o were workin.: 
tha rapid Are rifleH, fell with bim. 
Tlie Wilmington had reached an easy 
range about this time and oi)ciie(l 
with ber heavy guns. Tbe Spsnisb 
held down on her and she waa bit by 
a ilo/cn sl.ol. She wa^ hurt but not 
crippled and bore the brunt ot battle 
antU the little WInalow waa safe out 
of Hnrbcr. ~ - " - 

Bi^le> waa iaalaally fciiled. M>1/ 
a dozen mora fell groaning on the 

bl<)Oil-f>iaiiied I'cck. One of the 
dead men pitched headlong over the 
side of tha boat, bat hia feet caught 
in the iron rail aad ha waa haalad 
back. 

Bagl«>y lay stretched on the deck, 
with hia face completely torn away 



and tbe appar part of bis body ahat* 

tered. 

It was a tcrriMe mon.fnt. Tba 
torpedo boat, disablei and helplaaa, 
rolled and swayed nnder the fnry of 

the lire fron. the Spanish ^.inboata. 
When the shell burst in the group on 
hoard the Winslow aaothar wIM 

•boat of trii.t.i|>li Went from the 

Hpaalab lioats and batteries, and 
agaia a heavy flra waa epaaad oa tha 

torpedo boat. 

Finally the Hadaoa succeeded in 
gcttiu(( a line on board tbe Winslow 
and waa towing ber out of the deadly 
range when tbe line parted, and 
n^ain both boats were at tha marcy 
of the Spanish Are. 

At S: 50 p. m. tbe HodaoB maa- 
aged Jo get another line on the deck 
of tbe Winslow, hut there were only 
thrae mtn Mt at that tiaM to araka 

It fast. 

The line wua Qnally secured aud 
tbe Wiaalow waa towad up to Padras 

Island, where she was an< liored with 
her deail :in.l wounded on her decks. 
Tiurc -oiiic men from the Hudaon 
went on board the Winslow and took 
the most seriously wounded men off. 
Three who were taken on board tbe 
gunboat Maohiaa died ahortly att«> 
ward. 

At 9:15 p. m. tbe Hudaon wUh 
the dead )>o<Iies and some of tha 

wounded started for Key West, ar- 
riving here at -> oMock yesterday 
inoriiin;^ 

Coiuuiaiiiler Heriinilon of the Win- 
slow was woundeil in the left leg. but 
not seriously. Lying in the cabin of 
U.e Hudson toM the latter tbe story of 
the Tight. Uessid: -'We went into 
harbor under orders. Tbe torpedo 
boat Winalow waa the worat lajoiad. 
Tha Wiaalow waa prderad hy tha 
oommaadar of tha Wilmiagtoa to go 
Into the harbor of Cardaaaa aad at- 
tack the Spanii-b gunboata thare. 
We steamed in uD<lcr full bend and 
were lircd upon as we were in range. 
The Spanish boats were tied ui) at 
the iloi ks luiil haci a fair ran^e on us. 
The ballei ii's on shore also ()|K.>ned »»n 
us, anil I think we nrc lved most of 
the lire. 1 ilo iiol know whether any 
one was hurt on the Wilmingtor or 
on the Hudson, but I think not. 

*'l have no fault to And with tbe 
Winslow'a crew. Tbej acted nobly 
all the way tbrongh. The man who 
were killed fell at tbe saaM thaa. 
We were standing in a group aad tha 
aim of the Spanish was |)erfeot^ A 
shell tmrst in our very faces.''
